Coveys Large and Birds Matured 
— Fine Season Expected- 
Good Sport Ahead. 


To a Kentuckian for heroic Bra¬ 
very, and VI ,000 Lash, 
Additional Reward. 


The quail season opens November 15, 
and closes Jan. I, 1911. The sportsmen 
are already in a nervous and anxious 
state, says a cotemporary, and are.ma- 
king preparations with great expectan¬ 
cy for the opening dav. The quail crop 
is more plentiful than was at first an¬ 
ticipated. It was thought that the 
heavy rains during the nesting and 
hatching season destroyed the nests or

The statement recites how Eggen, I 
who was one of the mounted rescuers j 
in this time of flood, was swept from 
his horse and Teachings lamp post clung 
to it until seized with cramp. That be 
then climbed up the post out ef the 
water, and shouted for help. Miller had 
made an attempt to reach him with his 
| horse, but finding that the animal could 
not withstand the current, he abandon 
ed it and struck out alone toward the 
imperiled man He was compelled to 
| rest in a tree on the way, but he finally 
got within speaking distance of Eggen 
1 and encouraged him to nut give up.

| post which held Eggen, and he was fin¬ 
ally rescued.

Bridge Was Burned and Negro’s Act 
Saved Many Lives. 


Paducah.—Running at the rate of 50 
miles an hour an Illinois Central 
passenger train was flogged by Ed 
Harris, a negro farmer of Ballard 
county, using his wife’s red petticoat 
as the warning signal, and prevented 
it from running onto a burning bridge. 

Two spans had been burned, and 
many lives would have been lost had 
the train plunged into the fire. 

On learning what had been done the 
passengers filled the negro’s hat with 
money. Several passengers took his 
name and promised to send him checks 
tor his heroic act

Cloverport.—No former Kentuckian 
has been talked of more recently than 
It. A. I/ong, of Kansas City, Mo., who 
has given $30,000 to Transylvania uni 
veraity, of Lexington.

The 
tact that she had gotten off at the 
wrong railroad station is believed to 
have deranged her mind, causing her 
to wander into the field where her 
body was found.

INCREASE IN TAXES. 


Although Temperance Work Is Active 
Distillers Pay More Money. 

Frankfort.—Despite the temperance 
movement in this state, there is an 
increase in the output of liquors by 
the distillers, but much of the product 
Is shipped out of the state. There was 
paid into the treasury during the fis¬ 
cal'year Just ended the sum of $138,- 
011.60 as the tax on distilled spirits, 
belpg an Increase of $18,173.87 over 
last year.

Accused Horsethief Left Note Dector 
log His Innocense. 


Frankfort—Carved his way to lib¬ 
erty with-a-pocket knife. That is what 
James W. Hapkett did. He was con¬ 
fined In the Franklin county jail and 
under Indictment on the charge ot 
horse-stealing. The bar that holds the 
Iron grated door is held in place by 
bolts that run through the wooden 
partition. Hackett with his knife dug 
the wood from around these bolts. The 
rest was easy. He left a note saying 
he would return when he had money 
for his defense, and declared his Inna 
cenoe of the charge. 


Owensboro.—"Where’s the baby?’’ 
asked Mrs. Robert Collier as she en¬ 
tered the room of her home at Dun- 
more. "My God, It to In there,’ ex¬ 
claimed Leila King. 16 years ot age, 
as she pointed to a folding bed. "I 
forgot the baby was on the bed.” The 
bed was quickly lowered and the baby 
found smothered to death. 


Glasgow.—Lucille Church, 16. daugh¬ 
ter of William Church, a prominent 
farmer of Goodnight, was burned to 
death by the explosion of a Jug of oil, 
and her sister, Mrs. Grover Ixrng, was 
so seriously burned she will probably 
die. The young woman was making 
a fire and pouring oil out of a Jug 
when It became heated and exploded. 


Paducah.—Lemuel Johnson, a farm¬ 
er of Boaz, Graves county, is the cham¬ 
pion potato raiser in Western Ken¬ 
tucky, as far as reported. He raised 
1,750 bushels and some of the largest 
potatoes weighed as much as six 
pounds. 


Franklin.—Mrs. E. C. Edgar, wife ol 
Cincinnati traveling salesman, and 
her sister. Miss Eliza Wilson, were 
thrown from a buggy on the streets 
here and severely Injured. The horse 
they were driving took fright at an 
automobile. 


Louisville.—Thieves who entered 
the residence of John O’Connor chlor¬ 
oformed a bulldog and then robbed the 
house. They secured $45, a gold 
watch and other Jewelry. 


Frankfort.—Pardons were granted 
by Gov. Willson to Ballard West and 
Leonard West, brothers, of Pike coun¬ 
ty, serving sentences in the peniten¬ 
tiary of 10 years each for alleged mis¬ 
treatment of a girl Just under 16 years. 


Louisville— State Senator J. W. 
Newman, who is secretary of the Ken¬ 
tucky State Fair association, has been 
chosen by the United States govern¬ 
ment to maragp a big fair and expo¬ 
sition In Porto Rico. 


Frankfort.—A man said to be Rex 
Hall, but not positively Identified, was 
struck bp an interurban car and In¬ 
stantly killed. His legs were broken 
and the car passed over his body. 


Paducah.—As a last resort to save 
his life the right leg of Will Watson, 
of Fulton, who was injured when his 
leg was caught In the wheel cf an ex 
press wagon, was removed at the knee. 


Paducah.—The millinery, dry goods 
and shoe store of E. A. Strow & Co. 
was destroyed by fire. Loss estimated 
at $15,600, partially covered by lnsur 
ance. The origin Is unknown. 


BLANKET LAND GRANT8. 


Washington.—The controversy In 
Kentucky over the validity of so-called 
‘‘blanket’’ grants of land by Virginia, 
the mother state, anil even Kentucky 
Itself during the earlier years or state¬ 
hood, came before the supreme court 
of the United States. Titles to land 
: uow said to be worth at least $10,000, 
000 depend upon the decision of the 
court. Originally some of the land 
w,as secured at two cents an acre. 


CHAIN OF RURAL SCHOOLS. 

Washington—Department of agri¬ 
culture officials are awaiting the out- 
| come of a vote that a Kentucky county 
will cast on a proposed $509,000 bond 
issue for a modern system of rural 
schools. Jefferson county proposes to 
supplant the small district schools Ir 
Its Jurisdiction with a consolidated 
chain of rural schools. 

This Is the first time such a plan 
has been taken up on so large a scale, 
though It has worked out in town 
ships before. Its success will be watch¬ 
ed by the country at large. 


Paducah.—Local passenger agents of 
railroads have received orders not to 
accept telegraph orders for transpor¬ 
tation from keepers of disorderly 
houses. It follows the new law of the 
interstate commerce commission, and 
a violation prescribes a fine of $5,000 
The object of the law is to prohibit 
"white slave” traffic. 


Georgetown.—The Scott county fis¬ 
cal court ordered the issue of $25,000 
worth of bonds to fund Scott county’* 
Indebtedness in building, repairing aid 
maintaining road* and bridges.

One of our good dairy farmers, liv¬ 
ing in Carlton county, who is also a 
Farmers' Institute lecturer. Mr. F. B. 
McLeran, in talking on "Care of 
Dairy Cattle." always emphasizes the 
Importance of making the stock com¬ 
fortable. He aaya that If they are 
made uncomfortable by being fed at 
irregular tlmea. so that they apend a 
great deal of their time expecting to 
be fed. the discomfort shows in lower 
production. If they are made un- 
romfortable by baying a poor bed. by 
being roughly handled, by having a 
dog set on them, or by being left out 
In the cold or allowed to go thirsty, 
these Conditions result in decreased 
production. He emphasizes tbe fact 
that one of the great advantages of 
weighing the milk every* day, from 
each cow, la that it gives one n quick 
check on any condition that brings 
about discomfort to his animals. If 
any cow shows a dropping off of her 
milk flow, as a rule a little observa¬ 
tion wi show that abe has been wr-ic 
uncomfortable In some of the »b;i 
mentioned above; and, knowing these 
facta, the farmer is able to check 
these unfavorable conditions quickly. 

One of the points that Mr. McLeran 
especially emphasizes Is tbe import¬ 
ance of not allowing the cows to st-<y 
out In the winter when they are un¬ 
comfortable. He states that a good 
way to determine thla ta to take off 
your coat and "j out in the yard with 
tbe cows, stand around and act juat 
oa the* cows do. When you begin to 
feel uncomfortable and feel like rnlnr 
into the bouse, put the cows In the 
barn.

They say over there that it 
takes two Siqrea to keep a cow going 
aa she should/*. 

Early in August the cowa are turned 
on tbe aftermath of the meadows and 
later changed back and forth between 
the pastures and the meadow. 

When taken off tbe pastures In 1st* 
summer the cows are fed a little cot¬ 
ton seed cake hut they do not get 
much grain at any time. 

In the winter they are fed roots— 
40 to 70 pounds per day. about IB 
pounds of straw, half as much hay 
and about eight pounds of meal and 
oil cake mixed. 

Tbe barn yards are paved with cob¬ 
ble stones to keep the cows out of the 
mud and the manure is saved un¬ 
der sheds. Not a thing la wasted 

There are very few creameries In 
England and the butter on tbe mar¬ 
ket Is all farm butter but it is of fine 
quality, generally a great deal better 
than our farmers make.
